“THE FRENCH CAPITAL. | 


THE OLD CITY 4ND THE NEW, OR 
: SUBURBAN. és 


The Museums of the Louvre—tbe Hotel de Ville—The 
Ruins of the 1 ulleries—The Cramps E!yreee— 
The Are de Tricmphe—The (Splendor 
and Grandeur of the Sicpe, Ftc.

One of the most prominent characteristics of al 
European cities is the great difference in mode of 
building between the old or inner city and the 
new or suburban part. The former is closely built, 
with narrow, crooked streets, commonly paved with 
cobble stones; the alleys are usually too narrow to 
permit the passage of vehicles, and there is « feeling 
of stiffling oppressiveness to the American who at- 
tempts to tread these damp, sunless 
avenues of communication, which can 
hardly im press him favorably with 
medieval architecture. In very many of theseold 
towns the original walls of eircumvallation still 
stand, and are pierced at the end of the principal 
streets by gateways—the gates have long since van 
ished—which lead into the suburbs. This outer 
wall in many of the larger cities, has either been 
leveled to make room for a street which’ runs 
around the old city, or the street bas been laid out 
on the outside of the wall where a considerable 
space was left free of houses which might serve as 
barracks or defenses for a besieging enemy. This 
outer circle often, asat Vienna, furnishes the wi- 
dest and finest boulevard in the city. The Paris of 
to-day is, however, an exception to this rule. 
the days of Francis I. more than 
centuries. ago, too many powerful 
absolute masters have been 
down, and rebuilding or remodling the French cap 
ital according to their own sweet wills, to allow 
much of the medieval city to remain. oS 

Henry IV, Louis XIV and the two Napoleons, 
have been the chief builders of modern Paris. 
Revolutions and fires have also done their part in 
the destruction of the old city, so that although the 
city can date beck as faras Julius Cmsar, and the 
emperors Consiantine and the Apostate Julian 
did much to build itupon a Roman model, yet 
to-day Paris has less of the stamp of antiquity upon 
her than many a town with not a hundredth 
of her population. The oldest part of the 
city is that which is situated upon the island in the 
eastern part of the city. This part, which is called 
the Cite, was the political and ecclesiastical center 
of the city untila few hundred years ago. This 
island was virtual capital of the province for many 
years, though Paris could hardly be c:lied the 
capital of France until the time of Hugh Capet,near 
the end of the tenth century. Charlemagne had a 
special partiality for Aix la Chapelle where his 
bones now repose, and various other cities had 
palaces where the migratory sovereigns were in the 
habit of taking up their temporary residence. 

But when Paris began to be distinctively recog- 
nized as the capital of a great nationagr up of 
royal and ecclesiastical buildings began to rise from 
the soil of the cite. Such were the palais de jus- 
tice since 14:1 the seet of the parliament, though 
the original building was long ego swept away by 
conflagration; the celebrated churches of Notre 
Dame, which dates from the twelfth century, and 
St, Chapelle, which is nearly a century later On 
this same little island is also the Hotel 
Dieu, which probably nay seem to 
an American a singular for 
an immense hospital; the morgue stands some dis- 
tance bebind Notre Dame. Some ieaders may not 
know that the morgue isa building in which bodies 
which are taken from the riverare kept for three 
days for recognition by their friends. Sometimes 
near athousaud corpses are taken from the river in 
the course of a single year, no small number being 
the victims of self déstiuction, for paradoxical as it 
seems, Paris isalmost as conspicuous for suicides 
as forgayety. Many aman and woman too, who 
bas burnt out the vitality and buoyancy of nature 
in the wild excesses of the capital, puts 
a period to a miserable existence by leaping 
frem one of the numerous bridges which 
span the Seine. In factso common is suicide here 
that guardsmen are stationed about the bridges to 
watch and toprevent, if possible, those who seem 
to be seeking self destruction. Many an instruc- 
tive lesson might be drawn as to human life and 
destiny from the morgue and the bridgesof Paris. 

But the center of attraction in the city has grad- 
ually moved down the right bank of the river. 
From the Hotel de Ville, which lies opposite the cite 
‘and onthe mainland. to the place de! Etoile,in 
which stands the Are de Triomphe, a_ dis- 
tance of between three and “(four miles, 
the points of chief interest to most visitors will be 
found. Following this direction we have for our 
starting point the Hotel de Ville, so famous in the 
days of the revolution as the rallying place of the 
republicats, while the focus of the 
royalists was in the Louvre just 
below. One can hardly now bring himself in real- 
ity to imagine the furious crowds which, in 1789, 
filled the squares around the Hotel de Ville, shout- 
ing forarms and clamoring to be led against their 
king. In every direction the streets are blocked 
and egress is cutoff. Poor Louis XVi. On him 
and his family are to be visited the sins of all the 
bourbons, and the remaining yearsof his reign 
will be little more than a farce. 

Halfa mile below the Hotel de Ville, following 
the Rivoli, we come to the Louvre, the old nation- 
al palace of France. ‘The buildings of the ancient 
Louvre were long ago torn away by Francisl., and 
the modern Louvre commences with that sover 
eign, and is therefore, in its oldest parts, about 350 
years old. The Louvre and the Tuileries were con 
nected by agallery begun by the first Napoleon 
and completed by the third. The two palaces, 
with the connecting gallery cover, or enclose, near

fifty acres of land. 
Although the museums of the Louvre ure per- 


haps next to those of the Vaticanin the richnesss 
of their contents, yet dark shadows seem to brood 
over the palace and the place, for here began that 
most infernal «cf modern maseacres, the butchery 
of the Huguenots on St. Bartholomew's eve in 1572. 
One can hardly think of the Louvre without asso- 
ciating it with that female monster Catharine de 
Medici, whose crimes have darkened the name of 
Medici, until we almost forget how much we owe 
toa Lorenzo and a Cosmo de Mediei for their bril- 
liant services to art and learning in the beginning 
of the Renaissance, and we think only of the name 
in connection with the French queen regent, the 
doubly accursed Catharine. 

From a window in this palace the wretched king 
is said, with his own hand, to have shot some of 
his unoffending subjects; but the Nemesis was fol- 
lowing hard on his track, and hardly two years 
Jater he ended his miserable existence in agonies 
of remorse. 

As it shall be no part of these letters to weary the 
reader with any of the details of architectural di- 
mensions, since such minutia can only be grasped 
Ly laborious mental effort, I will not dwell longer 
upon the Louvre. Of course every reader knows that 
the Tuileries palace was laid in guins in 1871. 
Nothing has been done toward rebuilding. The 
commu nistts had ‘resolved to destroy all the princi- 
pal buildings in Paris and had prepared powder 
andi petroleum to aid in the destruction, although 
they knew fu!l well that the city must perish aiso if 
their plans could be carried out. The remembrance 
of these things may serve to show us what a hold 
the demon has upon this most elegant capital of 
Europe. We must not fancy that this power of evil 
is in anywise subdued in the hearts of the polite 

Parisians. Just now the hatred of the Germans fs 
| the ruling political passion in their hearts, and 
should war be suddenly deelared with their 
meighbors over the Khine and an  occa- 
gion offer for a popular outbreak the personal safe 
ty of the German residents of Paris would probably 
be very pecarious. This intense hatred agsinst the 
Germans will probably be satisfied with nothing 
short of actual hostilities at an early day, anda dirve- 
ful day it will most likely be for France; for when 
ene has examined the military footing of the two 
nations, and when he reflects upon Germany's 
splendid army, with the devotion to Fatherland 
which pervades every class of society, and when he

physique of th® 
German soldiers and their peffect § dis- 
cipline with the little * mercurial 
Parisian, the comparison, so far as all soldierly qual- 
ities are concerned, becomes little more than a con- 
trast. Bince Napoleon put the French nation on a 
military footing, and by years of drill, made them 
a vation of soldiers, they now have largely degener- 
ated and the material for an army one seeks in vain. 
But all the worse, for the infatuated French are 
perfectly convinced of their abilhty to avenge 
Sedan and cope with Germany onthe Rhine. Only 
under a great military chieftain who shall be a 
military despot, could France ever hope for success, 
and disorganized as she is and full of parties and 
intrigues, defeat is hardly less certain than the be+ 
ginning of hostilities, 

Below the ruins of the Tuileries are the extensive 
gardens which once belonged to that palace. The ar- 
tistic taste of the French has been for many years 
improving these gardens and in them and in the 
Champs Elysees (or Champs d’ Elysees) below, a 
large force of hands is constantly emploved. Here 
are the most frequented resorts of Paris's guy my- 
riads and in bright weather a multitude of people 
may always be seen promenading or loitering in 
these handsome grounds. - But I was much 
disappointed here in one _ respect, at least, 
viz: in the growth, or rather the lack of growth of the 
trees. When I was last in Paris, ten years ago, it 
seemed to me thatif the trees could be induced to 
grow to a respeetable size the Champs Elysees and 
the Elystan ‘‘Gardens of the Tuileries’’ would be 
the finest pleasure grounds on the coutinent. But 
the art of tree culture seems here to fail; the trees 
have certainly not grown since that time, and very 
many Of ihem are dying or are being replaced with 
others. The same is true of the boulevards. Nota 
respectable tree meets the eye anywhere; a stou+ 
man might carry an average tree on his shoulder 
and there seems no likelihood of future growth; at 
all events I am satisfied that the last 
ten years have added nothing to 
the size of the of our magnificent for- 
est scenery is to be found in Europe. No boulevard 
in Paris can, in natural beauty, equalsome of our 
American streets, e.g. Green streetin Augusta, or 
Bull street in Savannah, and no park in any Euro- 
pean capital equalssome of our finest city parks in 
America. In all these foreign parks and streets 
there are lacking that depth of shade and richness 
of colors which, added to size and symmetry, make 
our forest trees so beautiful. Although the hand of 
man has done muchto adorn the gardens of the 
Tuileries and the Champs Elysees, yet they must 
always be wanting in some ofthe principal features 
which make up the beauty of real pleasure grounds 
when most perfectly adorned. Americans who 
perpetually harp upon the superiority of foreign 
scenery may well remember some of the upap: 
proachable excellencies of their own land. 

At the end of the Champs Elysees is the wide ané 
splendidly adorned Place de la Concorde, in the 
center of which stands the finest of all the Egyptian 
obelisks which have ever been brought to Europe. 
It marks the tite of the guillotine, where 
Louis XVI. and, afterwards, his unfortunate 
queen. Marie Antoinette, were puttoceath. How 
many distinguished men and women, too, laid 
their heads the block in this square which 
seems 80 inappropriately named the Place de la

know that only a few months 
Robespierre here met the death 
meted out to so many ubfortunate victims. 

At the far end of the Avenue de Champs Elysees, 
in the P.ace de 1’ Evoile, rises one of the most con- 
spicuous objects in Pars:, the Arc de Triomphe 
begun in 1806 when the French conquest was at its 
height, Few objects are more deceptive as 
to distance than thisself same tuiumphal arch, It 
can be seen downalong no small number of the 
principal boulevards of the city,and it forms a kind 
of focus for the avenues of the western quarter. It 
never seems far off, but sould the beholderattemPt 
to reach it on foot he will perhaps eoaclude event 
ually that a mirage is deceiving him. The are is 
about one hundred and fifty feet in height, and 
like that other great arch which Napoleon erected 
atthe entrance of Milan atthe end of the road 
over the Splugen, it is modeled after the triumphal 
arches of Rome, especially after that of Severus 
which stands at the foot of the capitol. 

Beyynd the Arc de Triomphe lies the Bois de 
Boulogne, where the art of man has labored to open 
a large parkin a natural wood. Very many foreign 
trees have been added, spacious avenues and 
drives lead in every direction, and little lakes and 
waterfalls help to beautify the grounds. Still the 
same objection meets us—diminutive trees and a 
naturally poor soil. A hippodrome runs through 
part of the wood and affords the young bloods of 
Paris an opportunity to display their horseman 
ship, if such riding as one sees _ here 
ought to be dignified with the name 
of horsemanship. About the only gait 
which they seem to cultivate is the bob-up-and 
down English trot, the most painfully amusing o 
all gaits. The young swell wears a skort coat, a 
cap, or jockey hat, and a pair of boots, whose tops 
reach considerably above his knees,his pants being 
thrust within. Thus equipped and laboring under 
the sfrange delusion that he is riding, he bobs up 
like an automaton atevery spring of the horse, and 
looks less graceful than the Arab, who, in ori, 
ental trousers, whose legsdivide at the knees, tries. 
to ride astride a pack on top’ of a dromedary. : AJ 
Texas rangercould unhorse a troop of such riders. 

But in the splendor of their shops the Parisians 
are not to be equaled; some of these along the 
Rivoli and the Boulevard des Italiens are indeed 
magnificent, and when lighted at night the effect 
isgrand. One of the most striking differences be- 
tween Paris and London is in the kind of trade in 
which they are respectively engaged, The Strand 
aad other principal streetsin London are perpetu 
ally blocked by heavy wagons, drays, etc., all 
loaded with heavy freights, either of raw material, 
as cotton bales, etc., or with the heavier classes of 
manufactured goods. In Paris, on the contrary, 
almost nothing of this tradeis to be seen, The wide 
streets are crowded, itis true, with vehicles, but 
they are the cirriages in which the population are 
indulging in morning or afternoon rides, The gay 
Parisians seem determined to keep as far as possi- 
ble from their ears tne sound of cotton mills, iron 
furnaces and such like. They manufacture kid 
gloves, laces, etc., but donot care to indulge in 
anything heavier than carpet weaving and similar 
handicraft. 

One of the common delusions of Americans is, 
that all kinds of goods, especially those of French 
manufacture, are to be purchased very cheap in 
Paris. The factis that probably in no other large 
city of Europe are bargains so hard to be driven. 
Lyons siiks can be bought for less in London, and, 
I doubt not, often in New York, than 
they cost in Paris. The Parisians do not 
understand the art of realtrade. They have had 
the singulgr fortune to live on the fancies and fol- 
lies of the wealthy andthe well-to do classes of 
other lands, chiefly of America and England who 


have stickled little at prices so the Paris 
brand was upon their purchases. Thus Parigvepjoysa 


monopoly of herown name which causes her citi- 
zens todespise competition. The Parisians, too, 
stay at home. Why should they leave their city? 
Is not Paris the center of the universe? How often 
does one meet with a Parisian abroad? 
For every napolean which the 
Parisian traveller spends in London the Lou- 
doners spend fifty pounds in Paris. Paris really 
has to look to foreign lands for her support. “These 
fellows don’t understaud the laws of trade,’’ said a 
resident English merchant to me one day in Paris. 
“Why can’t Igo ’’ he continued, ‘‘to London, pay 
first class fare for the round trip and save money, 
even if I wish to purehase nothing buttwo ordinary 
suits of clothing.’’ Strange as it may seem, I have 
no doubt this merchaut was right.

YOUR NEIGHBOR

Voteran Collectors of Antiquated “Tile” Disclose 
W hat Becom:sotalitne Oid Hais—Superanua~ 
ted Sky«Pleces Made—Treasures Somes 
times Found in Their, Linings.

The eonundrum was lately propounded: 
What becomes of alithe old hats? Numer- 
ous were the hypotheses that were advanced 
in answer to this, but nobody could tell ex- 
actly. Every one knows that in this city 
alone every year probably a million or more 
of hats are worn out and cast off, thrown-into 
the street, left at the hat store where anew 
covering for the pate was bought, ‘“‘toted’’ off 
with the garbage, sweepings and other refuse, 
intimately mixed up with the ashes of de- 
cayed hopes and the kitchen stove, and thus 
exhibited to an unfeeling world on top of the 


barrel on the sidewalk—in short, discarded 
forever by their late owners. Forever? That 
is the question, and the Herald reporter 
was deputed yesterday to fathom this’ inter- 
esting and hitherto unsolved question from 
itsinception to its uttermost depths. He 
bethought him of aman whose very heart 
strings are wrapped around ‘“‘old hats.’’ His 
name is Mendelssohn. Though like his iJus- 
trious namesake, a descendant ot Abraham, 
this Chicago Mendelssohn is not at all musi- 
cally inclined. Ob, no; heis not that kind 
ofa man. His aim and purpose in life 
is to buy and sell old hats: He bas 
bougbt and sold many thousands of 
them, and in Chicago he _ enjoys. the 
proud distinction of being the pioneer, the 
oldest veteran in his iine of business. The 
children on the north side know him espe- 
cially well, and the appearance of his tall and 
gaunt person, the face deeply marked with 
smallpox scars, affords the unruly youngsters 
an unfailing well-spring of fun. Mr. Men- 
delssohn, then, was looked up, and the mo- 
mentous question was put to him: What be- 
comes of our old bats? 

I dell you gwick, in a foo seggons,’’ was the 
reply. ‘‘I goes roun’ an’ puys dem old hats 
oop. I bays as leddle for them as I gan 
hellup, an’ I sells dem as tear as I can hellup.’ 

‘Where do you get them, Mose, and to 
whom do you sell them again? Tell me 
that,’’ urged ihe interviewer. 

‘‘Ah, mine friende, dere you dutch a den- 
derspodd. Dem ees sergrets of mine drade, 
an’ I wouldn’t gif dem avay; no, not for 
hallufa tollar. Dat ees mine last vurrd, 
Anydink ells I villtell you. Deodder day, 
it vas shoost pefore de Shabbes pegan, ! 
pought a ole hat in a hodeil, in a punch of 
udder ones. Der vasshtuck onder der lin- 
ing a—vat you gall dem—billy dooks?”’ 

‘You mean a billet doux frOm a sweet- 
heart, don’t you?” 

“Dot’s vhat Isay. Vell, vent pack and 
found out who itvas, and he pought it pack 
for $5. Dot vasa pargainfor him. 1 often 
find money shtuck avay in ole hats. De 
udder duy | made $10 dot vay. Letters, ba 
bers, and such I gatcn onto, sometimes, al! 
de while. Dot’s vot you vanotto kn@®, ain’t 
it? Vell, must do peesness, You've made 
me lose a kearrter of a tollaralireddy. Dank 
Gutt-tay.”’ 

And he disappeared around the next cor- 
ner, straining bis langs in emitting his dia- 
bolical cry of ‘Ole hais! Ole bats! Py ole 
bats!’' and dragged his big blue. bag after 
him, bulging out with its contents of antedi- 
luvian stove-pipes. Besides Mendelssohn, 
there is another old bat collecior, likewise 
one of the chosen people, who glories in the 
name of Samuel Guggenheiwer, whose do- 
main ison the south side. He makes a spe- 
cialty of buying upold and battered silk hats, 
po matter how disreputable they may look, 
and sending them off packed up in big bales, 
to New York, when they pass through 
a severe ordeal and finally reappear in a state 
of magnificent resplendency in some Bowery 
or Baxter streetemporium. These two Israel- 
ites enjoy a virtual monopoly in their pecu- 
liar line of business, their few competitors 
not being able to approach them either in as- 
tuteness or experience. Put there are{uite a 
number of stores in the city where oid hats 
are bought and sold. Most of them are on 
South Clark, Dearborn, La Salle 
and State streets, Van saren, Har- 
rison, and some other side _ streets 
in that vicinity. Altogether, such stores, 
where the trade in second-hand hats forms 
either the partial or exclusive scource of revy- 
enue, number probably about fifty in 
Chicago. Witha half dozen of the proprie- 
tors of such places, without gentlemen or la- 
dies whose probo:cides showed very bold out- 
lines of unmistakably Oriental design, the 
reporter held sweet communion on the all- 
absorbing topic, and they were less reticent 
than the above-named two veterans. 

‘‘I puys ole has Vhen dey are brung to me 
py brivate beoples,’’ said one. ‘I haf a li- 
cense, I also exchange new ones for ole ones 
if I get baid some money on dop.”’ He had 
about 300 hats in his store, some badly de- 
moralized, some in a fair state of preservation, 
some just as their former owner left them, 
and some fixed up in pretty decent shape. ‘'I 
broppebly sell about a thousand old hats a 
ayear in dis shtore,’’ be _ continued, 
‘and somedimes more. You see, me 
and de odder shopkeepers along Clark and 
Shtade shtritt sell fair, but dey ddn’t al! do 
it. I’ guess ‘apout balf de old hats that is 
pought upin Chicago gots back to the hat- 
ters.’’ Tnen heexplained. Some of the sec- 
ond han dstores and some of the regular hat- 
ters, he sdid, employed peddlers to buy up 
old bats. Then the second hand dealers sulu 
them—:ometimes renovated and sometimes 
just as they had been bought. But the hat- 
ters fixed them up again. dyed 
them, put new lining and. trimming 
on and then sold them for new goods. That's 
the way, the informant stated, how some of 
the cheap stores do, and bow matters like 
“Fred, your octagonal batter,’’ could afford 
te sell agood many of their hats solow. A 
large per cent of these old hats were originally 
first-ciuss goods of -Stetson’s, Dunlaps and 
similar makes, and, being dyed over again, 
new lining and cord or ribbon supplied, they 
really made better hats than a great many of 
the low-priced new hats, only, of course, 
they were not new and did not wear as well 
as new ones. It seems that it is very hard to 
tell the difference between a perfectly. new 
hat and the one renovated in the manner de- 
scribed, providing the old hat did not undergo 
hard usage, and even then it sometimes takes 
an expert to find this out. Hat cleaning 
stores, too, buy such second hand hats and 
make them up ‘“‘shoost as gutt as new.”’ 

Many thousands of the ojd and cast away 
hats are utilized in this manner. Oné au- 
thority maintained that in all likelihood 
one-third of the so-called new hats which 
people bought at the hatters were really 
second-hand one, their age, however, being 
disguised so skillfully as to avoid all detec- 
tion by the purchaser. Only one 
thing spoils an old hat for a’ second 
career, and that was holes. As soon 
as an aperture has been made iu a hat it 
was scornfully declined by even the most en- 
terprising hat collector. As for prices, it was 
found that a great variety prevails. Nothing 
approaching a pool could be discovered, In 
one store the dealer would ask twice as much 
fur asecond-band hatas in the neighboring 
one, pricea ranging all the way aup from 
25 cents to $4. Some silk hats, stll bearing 
the trademark of one of the _ best 
koown firms of thé Unted States on its silk 
lining, were offered at between $1 50 and $4, 
quality and condition differing as much as

the price. From inquiries git was learned that | 


the charge for dying, retritaming, reshaping 
and finishing an originally good hat is uni- 
formally $1 50, the hat being then to all ap- 
pearances again as zood as new. . 

Besides these voutand-out second-hand 
stores the low-grade stores, Where second- 
hand goods are suid fornew ones, and the 
bat-cleaning ,establishments, there are still 
some placesio this city where another branct 
of the old hat business flourishes. On Van 
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Buren street, near thegepot, there is a large 
store where hats sre fixed up for the 
country trade. Every year a great 
many dealers in such places as Keokuk 

Burlington, Davenport, Fort Wayne, etc.. 
‘get stuck’’on a number oftheir hats. To 
dispose of them and make thera salable once 
more, these country merchants ship them to 
this Chicago firm, by whom the hats are re- 
modeled into fashionabie shapes, bave new 
lining put in when the old has become shelf- 
worn, and then they sell first-rate. ‘The 
charge for oo this in most cases varies 
between $13 and $15 per dozen. Dealers in 
very small villages and towns do not have to 
conform so rigidly with the dictates of fashion 
and they readily dispose of last year’s hats to 
their customers, whether they ure stylish or 
not. There are also two or three firms in 
Chicago which buy up al! the old hats left by 
people in hat stores after buying new ones. 
Such hats frequently are “but little worn and 
of good quality, in which case they are fixed 
up again and sold bacx to the self-same bat- 
ters whence they came. As far as the regu- 
lar collectors are concerned, they bave their 
best and steadiest customers in hotels, stylish 
boarding houses, restaurants, and places of 
amusement, where old hats are frequently 
left behind by careless persons.

THE WRECK OF A WELL-KNOWN 
SOCIBTY BELLE. 


Opium Brings to Degradatioa A Young and Wealt»y 
Wife—From Being Courted and Jilted Nellie 
Gurtes is Deepised andAvoltijed~ Luxury 
Excharged for a Tene mort House, 


In the Denver Tribune of Wednesday is 
recited the sad story of the rapid degradation, 
through opiam, of a woman who only a few 
years ago was a wealthy and petted sociely 
belle. Mrs. Nettie Gurnee, it says, the gifted 
daughter of Colonel EF, J. Strong, of the United 
States Army, is socially a wreck. She came to 
Denver two years ago opulent, clothed in cost- 
ly apparel, with diamonds and jewelry and 
$40,000 cash in her pocket. She was an enter- 
taining woman, refined and intelligent, and 
with two bright children, Marion, a girl of 11 
years, and a son a year older. 

The family occupied apartments at the 
Windser hotel. Of cultured and wealthy 
people, Mrs. Gurnee’s society 
and her children were petted, for they too 
were wealthy, being each the heir of $10,000

upon arriving at the age of 16. 

Unfortunately, however, the mother, who 
had been reared in a home of luxury, knew 
but little the value of money. She extraya- 
ganily wasted her means, and soon a less pre- 
tentious hotel was exchanged for the luxury 
and cowforts of the fashionable Windsor. 
From tbe elegant suiton the second floor she 
went into plain rooms or a gsky-parlior flat, 
and in a little while this too becam+s so expen- 
sive that she rented small apartments on 
Twenty second street between Champa and 
Stout streets. 

These changes covered a little over a year. 
At the end of that time the fashionable and 
interesting woman had become the object of 
public charity. Her costly clothing bad been

years. It was this habit that had weakened 
her intellect, and, among other griefs, bad 
caused the separation from herfamiiy. Real- 
izing the depth of her misery, and how great 
had been the fall, she told the story of 
sad life, and, by the memory of her sorrows, 
pleaded some mitigation for the crime sie 
had committed. ‘Toe first estrangement from 
her family occurred when she marriei Mr. 
Gurnee, the father of her children. He was 
ugwortby of her, but being very young she 
thought she could reform and elevate him. 
It wus a runaway match, and was made 
against the wisbes of her parents. After the 
birth of their first child she returned to her 
father’s bouse in Pomona, Rockland county, 
New York, who agaia took her to his bosom 
under the promise that she would never re- 
turn to the dissipated man whom she idolized 
as her husband. In alittle while, however, she 
forgot her promise,and,urged by the husband, 
she again fled her father’s bouse and returned 
to her husband at his elegant nome at Hayer- 
straw, ou the Hudson.

Realizing $40,000 by the sale, she came to Den- 
ver andtook rooms at the Windsor, as before 
related.

Coming again to Denver in the fall she repre- 
sented that she had been robbed of her dia- 
monds and of her sealskin apparel, and that 
mining sharks had defrauded her of her 
money. 

It was about this time that the woman began 
to attract the attention of the ladies of the 
Woman’s Relief society. They had receiveda 
letter under an assumed name asking for a 
position as a domestic in @ private tamily. 
Her condition becOMing known to the mem- 
bers of the grand army of the republic they, 
too, aided her for the memory they bore her 
father, who was a Companion in arms daring 
the rebellion. 

As her trouble incressed she prow more & 
slave to opium. Everything was sacrificed to 
feed this unnatural appetite. Her children’s 
comforts were but a secondary consideration, 
Even their clothing was pawned, and when 
this resource was exhausted, in order to get 
money'to procure the drug, she went begging 
upon the streets. She frequently made ap- 
peals through the mails to Miss Hill and other 
charitable ladies of the city and succeeded in 
raising some money, which went in the same 
direction—into the till of the opium dealer. 

W hen the theft of the clothing at the Rose 
crans block had been traced to her and she 
had been convicted upon herown confession, 
other thefts were discovered. She was a 
kleptomaniac, and the Ladies’ Relief society 
made an effort to have her tried on an in- 
quisition of lunacy, but failed. Mrs. Ferris, 
president of the society, then corresponded 
with her relatives, Clinton Gurnee,a lawyer 
of San Francisco, and her brother-in-law, 
promised to provide for the children, and sent 
$40 to liquidate the expense. Colonel Strong 
was stationed at New Orleans, and conse- 
quently it was determined to send her to her 
mother at the family homestead in Rockland 
county, New York, These facts being well 
known to Chairman Shreve, of the county 
commissioners, he told Mrs. Gurnee that it 
was no use to protest further; that she must 
either go home or go to the penitentiary. 
She broke down in lamentation, but the 
chairman was obdurate. He would not be 
moved, and so she consented. The Ladies’ 
Relief society had secured her passage to New 
York, and yesterday, in order that she might 
not step away en route, provided her with a 
female escort, who was cautioned against per- 
mitting her to leave her sight on the slightest 
pretense, as she would probably want to step 
away to get opium. 

On Monday afternoon she wrote to the 
Ladies’ society that she was willing to leave 
the city with her children on Tuesday morn- 
ing.

were checkered as circus’ horses); 
and L must confess that some 
of the ideas of tobacco that I have 
encountered have been so pathetic in their 
. aboriginal cradity that I c ould have Ww ept for 
my innocent brother. But compassion is 
very often misplaced, and it isa good travel- 

er’s rule to reserve pearls for those who ap- 
preciate them. Thus,.a native of India will 
not smoke your'tobacco, even if he will take 
it at all, till he has mashed it up with molas- 
ses and musk. Share the contents of your 
pouch with a red Indian, and the untutored 
chiid of the prairie will forth with mix it up 
with other vegetables to make it go further. 
The Afrikander despises what you smoke; 
the-Chinaman calls it hay. For tastes in tobac- 
difter as much as tastes in personal beauty, 

and each thinks that which he is accustomed 
to the best. 

Tie Boers grow and manufacture a tobacco 
of their own, whichis of such a detestable 
odor to civilized man that I remember, dur- 
ing the Zulu war, we used to tip the Kaflir or 
‘Afrikander drivers of mail carts not to smoke 
except during the halts of stages, and then 
always to leeward. It was ro use offering to 
them our superior article, for the dreadful 
Dutchme: scorned it as trash. Equally odi- 
ous is the ordinary tobacco of the Chinese. 
‘The Boer stuffsmells rank and green and 
acrid; but the Celestial has a heavy, clinging, 
clogging odor that suggests opium inthe com- 
position.

sumption looks like crumbied hay, 
cellaneous dead yarden rubbish 
sweepings of a conservatory added. 
of twigs and knots ana thre ads of vegetable 
matter, and is of a general greenishtint. The 
China, on the other band, is curiously soft; it 
lifts up in siiky ske ns of exquisitely finejhair 
like strands, and is of a deep chieory color, 
and resembles s »me vegetable fiber sieeped in 
jaggery rather than tobacco leaf. The Boer 
tobacco blows out of the pipe it is so dry and 
vagrant, but the other pads down into the 
pipe close and firm, and the bow! bas to be 
filled as lightly as possible in order to obtain 
any draught atall. Tosmokea pipe of the 
former isto scorch the tongue.and to go 
about all day with the taste of Turkey rhu- 

barb in your mouth; to venture on the latter 
is toenjey a cool, highily aromstic pipe, with 
the subsequ:n y penalty of giddiness and 
sick headache, as after a blundering adminis- 
tration of chieroform. It requires only an ef- 
fort of the stomach to return.to Boer tobacco 
a second time; to return to Chinese a second 
time you mustturn Chinaman. In singular 
contrast to both those disagreeable herbs is 
the tobacco of the red Indian, which is both 
light and fragrant—even when there is no to- 
bacco in it. For the savage cannot alwaysob- 
tain the precious leaf; and very often when 
he can, economy and, it may be taste, leads 
him to adulterate it with various vegetable 
substances of pleasant flavor. The most usual 
is the inner bark of the red willow, which I 
have helped Navajo Indians, in the valley of 
the Rio Virgin, to prepare in the following 
way: The young withes of the willow are 
cut into leng'hs of about two feet; the outer 
bark is removed, and the inneris then peeled 
up in long strips, one end being left adnering 
tothe withes. These are then stuck intothe 
ground round a charcoal fire; and xepi there 
till the s'rips of bark, hanging down in 
fringe, shrivel up with the heat and curl 
themselves into crisp ringlets round the up- 
perends. When they seem sufficiently dry 
they are crumbled up in the hand into pieces 
of the size of ordinary bran. To this, if the 
shrub grows in the vicinity, the smoked 
leaves of a species of sumach are added, 
which are simp'y prepared by roasting them 
over the cinders and then crumbling them, 
If, finally, a leaf of tobacco be crushed upand 
mingled with the willow and sumach, a 
smoking mixture of an agreeable aromatic 
flavor and fragrance and of harmless mildness 
isobtained. !t is smoked, to correct the 
heat, ina longstemnred pipe, ending in 4 ca- 
pacious eylindrical bow! of clay, which, com- 
pared with the small reed stemmed opium 
pipe kind of ius rument which the Celestial 
favors, or the villuinously unclean dbudeen 
of the Boer, is as much superior to both as the 
mixture smoked in it is superior to either of 
the others. | 

HOW THE ASIATIC SMOKES. 

The Asiatic, so far as wy observation 
never smokes bis tobaeco pure, The simple 
leaf is too strong for him; and his taste for 
sweets Jeuds hima to mix it with sugar, mola: 
ges, or hi n- y,fand—in the case of the luxuri- 
ous, neticesbiy the young Mobammedan 
“swells’’—to perfume and qualify the mx- 
ture with puste of roses and spices. When 
ready fur he pipe it locks likecrude opium, 
a crude tenacious amalgam, apd when 
kindied gives out a faint sickly odor, surpris- 
ingly tenacious and penetrating. A Hindoo, 
smoking bis koukseh, or even the plebeian 
bubble, can be sme It out from a long distance 
as the Jurking servant often finds out to his 
cost. Apparently unconscious of the far- 
reaching properties of the scent, be will squat 
just round tbe corner to havea quiet smoke 
with a friend when he ought to be about his 
work; and retribution, guided to the spot by 
the nose suidenfy overtakes him in _ his 
fancied security. The varieties of tobacco 
growl in the east are chiefly Shiraz and Lata- 
kia; and though they differ in degrees of 
quality, they are very seldom above medio- 
clity ior the F uropean taste. There is no 
preparation of thé leaf worth calling prepara- 
tion ; for the orienta! smoker aewaniie upon 
his particular tobacconist or his own servants 
to mix up the compound to suit his own 
teste. The flavorof the actual leaf itself, 
therefore,’goes for little. When away from 
their own country, however, the natives of 
India will change their babit and smoke the 

re leaf—as, for instance, in the sugar plan 
tations of Mauritius, where I have seen the 
coolie smoking original looking cigarettes of 
his own manutacture. But the most surpris- 
ing specimens of the self made cigar are to be 
found among the emancipated ne groes cfthat 
earthly paradise, the Seychelles islands. 
There the tobacco plant bas run wild, and the 
negro wil! sometimes so far bestir himseif as 
to orJer his wife*o make him some cigars: 
and the resul's are such distorted preposter 
ous caterpiilars of tobacco as might 
make a Regent _ street tobacconist 
howl.

I suppose it is nature for I often 
look back and my mind turns to times, incidents 
and persons of my boyhood and manhood days in 
oid Elbert, and thinking,involuntary comes up that 
passage in Scott: 

“Breathes there a man with soul so dead, 
Who never to himself hath said, 
This is my own, my native land.”’ 

It may not beinteresting to the general reader, but 
& good many will enjoy it, and it is a melancholy 
pleasure to me,as I recall them and try to relate 
them in mysimple way. Ihave often thought in 
‘my wanderings that the brightest spot on earth was 
old Elbert. The above extract of Scott's I have 
aiways thought embodied everything that consti- 
tuted a true man, and the latter part of it is some- 
thing I can’t conceive of; he puts an “‘if’’ toit, ds 
og there could be such an one. I don’t think 
that there was ever such acreature. I always 
thought that the sun was brighter, every- 
thing prettier there than anywhere else, and 
the young men of my day and time were just 
asbadaboutitas®am, We'all thought our girls 
were the prettiestand sweetest,that we had the best 
old men and old women, that our rich men were 
richer than anybody else. We lived ina land of 
milkand honey. Nobody in the county would dis- 
"pute the fact that Esquire Rucker was the richest 
man in the world. I would name the prettiest lady, 
butthat would cause trouble. Oar horses were fine, 
our cOwWs gave more milk, although the Jersey craze 
was not on us; in fact we were taught from our in- 
fancy that nothing in old Elbert could be excelled, 
and last. but not least, Johnathan Nelms’s corn 
whisky, Elbert Rucker used to call 
it “‘Plus quam perfectum”’ and frequently said “‘if 
the gods could get enough of it they would forsake 
their nectar.’’ It was good and no mistake.

Right here I willtella joke on two Elbert coun- 
ty men.It is alf truth, and will be acknowledged by 
the parties themselves. As Ihave stated, we Elbert 
couuty people had a great deal of self importance, 
native born, could not helpit. Well, while we were 
in the ditches around Atlauta, Dun Blackwell and 
Elbert Rucker came by where I was, Dun said they 
were goinginto thecity to get some whisky and 
when they came back would stop and give mea 
smile. 1 knew they had no money, and I asked how 
they expected to getit, They said they had spent all 
they had with a feliow in town and he was very 
Clever and they were Elbert county people and 
could getin on credit. ? They had been gone some 
time when Dun came up by himself; he had the 
most woe-begone expression on his face that it 
gsiartied me, and Ilasked what was the matter, where 
was Elbert, ishe dead’? (Shells were all the time 
droppingin the city). I was frightened. Dun took 
me pff to one side and said, with tears 
streaming down his’ cheeks, “Elbert is 
not dead; we failed to get. the whisky.” 
Bad indeed. I asked the cause. He said 

‘if I would say nothing aboutit he would tell me. 
I promised. Hesaid that they went up and asked 
for a pint and promised to pay nextday. The fel- 
low refused. Dun said he was so astonished that 
he launched out, told the fellow that his friend 
Rucker was the owner of four hundred slaves, 
thousands of acres of land, bank and- railroad 
stock without estimate, and was the owner of the 
whole town of Ruckersville. The fellow said, 
tlemen, when you give twenty dollars I will give 
you a pint of whisky.’’ Taey were completely 
dumbfounded, and as Dun said, concluded to leave 
such a d—d fool, and had started, when a 
bright thought struck him. He had often 
Elbert speak, and he thought that if he would 
try his oratory on him they would succeed. rhey 
went back and Elbert opened. Hespokeabout half 
an Pour; told the fellow that his friend Blackwe}]

also in Lincoln; that his father was senator from 
dhe & th senatorial district. His argument was ex- 
haustive, unanswerable and to the point (pint) all 
the way through, but the fellow’s heart was like 
adamant. Wiin perfect coolness he told them he 
had nodoubt but what every word they said was 
true but ‘whe: they gave bim-twenty dollars he 
would give them a pint of whisky.’’ 
I have often thought that fellow ought 
to have been hung, How anyone could resist E)- 
bert's appeal I cau't see, and especially for sucha 
Cause. We have met and laughed often over this 
occurrence after. It cutour combs cousiderably, 
the idea of aun Elbert county man not being able to 
getcredit fora pint of whisky, and especially our 
rich man Rucker. It was degrading we thought, 
and fora long time we kept it to ourselves.

Early Politics. 

Elbert county, up to the advent of knownothing- 
ism, was likeajug handle, as far as politics was 
concerned, It was whigall the time. Outofa vot- 
ing population of about twelve or thirteen hun- 
dred, only about two hundred democrats. It was 
especially partial to Mr. Toombs. When he was 
promotei to the senate, the state was 
redistricied, and Thiafere county was thrown in the 
old eighth. The friendship between Mr. Toombs 
and Mr. Stephens was so great that a good many 
asserted that it was gerrymanderea by those two 
great men, so as to let Mr. Stophens have an easier 
time. It was rather tight polling in his district. 
then the seventh. lt was said after everything was 
fixed upthat Mr. Toombs said to Mr, Stephens, 
“Now Alec, you have a life time seat in congress.’; 
Whether he saidit or not, it was the truth. Under 
every and all circumstances Elbert county re- 
mained true to those two men. It was Mr. Toombs’s 
property as much so «8s any he paid 
tax on in Wilkes, and right nobly he fulfilied every 
pledge he made, #nd their confidence has never 
wavered. While the yanks were after him, he rode 
around among his friends as though nothing was 
the matter. Negroes and allsaw him, but no be- 
trayal, nothing disloyal even was thought of. Al- 
though one of the highest Masons in this country 
he first saw light ia the indgeroom, in broad day 
light in Elberton, while the yanks were hunting

Mr. Stephens has almost been equally 
with Mr. Toombs.

The whig 
party of Elbert was for a while at sea, but at last 
fell in with the know-nothings—a few went to the 
democrats. Mr. Stephens went alse. When the 
campaign opened Mr. S. made his celebrated 
‘skillet’? speech at Lexington. He was to speak 
next at Elberton. Mr. 8S. was giving the know 
nothings particular fits; desertion’ from their 
ranks were frequent, and they were very much ex” 
ercised in Elbert. Among the number was my oid 
i nele W, QO.

From 1850 to '60 there was as clever aset of young 
menu in Elbert ascould be found anywhere. There 
was Colonel Wm. M. McIntosh. Who can e®er for- 
get that cordial grasp of the hand and hearty wel- 
come! Ah, he wasa born gentleman! There was 
something of that‘old time chivalry about him. 
He was the soul of honor—liberal to a fault. He 
lost his lifein the battles around Richmond. His 
death was truly melancholy. He had to have his 
leg amputated, and his system, worn down by fe- 
ver, could not rally. About the last scene at his 
bedside illustrates the man and his chivalous spirit 
so well. It sounds something like the death scenes 
around the knights of old. Lying on a bed of pain 
the physician wanted to give him wine, to brace, 
him up, but he said, ‘‘No; I want to meet the ‘king 
of terrors’ with a cool head.’”’ They found that he 
was sinking very rapidly, and tried 
to get him to take the wine, but 
he refused. There were severa. ladies in 
the roofh, and one of them filled a glass and kneel- 
ing by his bed said ‘*'Colonel, won't you drink this 
fortmy sake.’’ That old time smile lighted up his thin 
handsome face as he replied, ‘Ladies, you are as 
you always were, perfectly irresistable.’’ 

Then there was Captain John C. Barch, one ofthe 
most popular young meu of thecounty braveas a 
lion, and as kind a heart as ever beat; he, too, lost 
his life around Richmond. There appeered at that 
time jthat youthful prodigy, Lewellyn A. Nelms 
killed at Santa Rosa, at the age of 26 yeers 
Although so young he had been an e'«ctor 
for the 8th district on the Douglas

His faults, if they can be 
so called, were but the spontaneous Outbursts of a 
generous, social man. I hope and think he is now 
“resting in the shade,’’ for anyone having so mnch 
sympathy for the misfortunes of others, and as 
quick to relieve, certainly deserves.

But I have Just got an 
average selfishness and it has got some relig- 
ion on it, for St. Paulsays ‘he that proyideth 
not for his own household is an infidel and 
has deniedthe faith.’’ Now, suppose I have 
raked and scraped and saved one way and 
another two thousand dollars and have go: it 
invesied at Anuiston in the iron business and 
it makes merightstraight along an average 
of 15 per cent, which is $300 a year, and me 
and my wife and our children bank on it and 
depend on it and talk abou: it, and it brings 
in a lot of comfort: and some luxuries, don’t 
you know we wantitto keep oy dvipg so’ 
Why, itis the salvation of my famiiy. My 
farm cost me $7,000 and this year it has 
brought in only $250 from rents and I haye 
got to pay out $70 of that for taxes, and how 
could we get along without the dividends 
from the iron Well, now the 
free trade proposition is to iet English iron 
come in at seven dollars and fifty cents per 
ton. I dident understand how they could 
make it forthat money but | do now. It 
costs us ta make it at Apnniston fifteen dol- 
larsa ton. I[ wonder how many statesmen 
and politicians and editors know how much 
a ton of iron costs ia the rough before it is 
ever hand!ed. Take the ore inthe mine and 
the charcoal in the standing tinmiber and the 
lime rock in the quarry. Enough of all to 
make a ton of pig iron and it costs only sixty 
five cents, and whenit is made int» pig meta] 
it costs $15. Fourteen dollars and thirty-five 
cents is representéd by labor, manual labor 
and sweat and toil. Well, we pay the labor- 
ers anaverage of one dollar and a quartera 
day for that, while the English peuple pay 
only sixty cents a day—rlelie is the differ- 
ence. Thatis the reason why their.iron costs 
only $7.50 per ton. But our people can’t 
atfurd to’‘work for sixty cents a day. When 
sixty cents will buy as much clothing 
and provisionsand fuel and pay as much 
house rent asadollar and a quarter, then 
they can afford it, but when will that be: 
Will free trade cut down the price of flour 
and meat to half its present price? We are 
shipping those things to Europe now and 
paying no duty. Why should they come 
down’? Solamallat sea about the tariff 
business. The duty on pig iron is six dollars 
and fifty centsaton. Now, suppose we take 
it off and buy English pig iron at seven 
dollars and a half, Then I can buy a wagon 
for seventy dollars that now cost me ninety, 
I can buy a plow forseven dollars that now 
costs meten. I can get everything that is 
made of iron cheaper, and so it 1s to my inter- 
estasa farmer to have the duty removed. 
But then the question comes up, what am I 
to get for my corn and mv cotion and my 
hay and potatoes, and who are going to buy 
them? Those 2.000 workmen who are mak- 
ing iron at. Anniston and Cedartown can’t 
buy if théir wages are cui down to sixty cents 
a day. The truth is, Lamsorter afraid of this 
new program. If we are to have free trade all 
of a sudden, the shock wili be too great for 
our people to stand it. Somebody will be 
hurt, badly hurt. If we have the pro- 
tection reduced by degrees every year nntil 
our folks get used toit, I think it will bea 
good thing. The people want to do what is 
rightifthey know it, but nobody knows 
whatisright. Congress don’t know tor they 
are always quarreling over it. The tariff 
commission don’t know forthey had a ma- 
jority and a minerity report. Maybe we had 
better let well enough alone and maybe we 
can do better and ought to make a change, 
One thing is certain, l’'ve got to buy a wagon 
anid I wouldlike to get it for filty or sixty 
dollars. I want to buy some blankets andl 
would like to get a pairof five dollar blankets 
for three dollars. The free trade men say 
that all these thirg: will be that much 
cheaper when the tariff is off, but what 
I want toknow is when they take the tariff 
off where is the money tocome from to run 
the government—and when the tariff is off 
can I get seventy-five cents a bushel for my 
corn? Joe Brown is mining for 
iron close to me, and he buys 
all my products at a good price 
and sends. his teams to wy barn atter 
em, but suppose that Joe can’t sell his iron, 
what then? He can’t sell bis iron unless 
Rising Fawn will buy it, and Rising Fawn 
can’t buy it unless they can get fifteen dol- 
lars a ton for it after they. have run it into 
pig—and they can’t get more than half of 
that when the duty is taken off, and so I 
don’t know whatis going to happen. I wish 
I did know. Maybe THe ConstITUTION knows. 
lf it does I wish it would tellme. I’m bunt- 
ing forlight, lam. My original principles 
are all for free trade. 1 was borned that way 
and raised that way, but I want to know 
how the thing is going to work out. 

Now, I have just been writing about iron 
because iron is a big thing in thissection, but 
there are other things jast as important.

Utica, N. ¥., November 3.—Arthur B. Johnson, a 
lawyer and well known politician, was found 
dead ia his oftice this forenoon, with a pistol ball 
in his breast.

Lynch, who was shot by E. N. Rowell in Batavia on 
Tuesday for seducing Rowell’s wife, and they ocecu- 
pied the same office. Johnson probably committed 
suicide while suffering from depression caused by 
the shooting of Lynch.

Must Take the Halt and the Lame as Wel!

It will be remembered that somé time ago the 
lessees of the penitentiary, composing companies 
Nos. l and 2, brought suitagaiust the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad company and John W. 
Nelms, principal keeper of the penitemfiary, seek- 
ing to restrain the latter from carrying out the reso 
lution passed by the last general assembly, giving 
the road 250able bodied convicts, and also provid- 
ing that no more women or infirm and disabled con- 
victs be given the road. 

Judge Hammond heard the case in chambers sevy- 
erai days ago, but reserved hisdecision. Yesterday 
Judge Hammond rendered his decision, His opin- 
ion wasas follows

The second paragraph of the first section of the 
act of 1576, page one, has been construed by the su- 
preme court 65th Georgia, page 70 to mean: that 
the Marietia and North Georgia railroad conipany 
was entitled to 250 convicts for three years or for 
so long as Was necessary to complete the grading of 
the road. They hold further that the penitentiary 
companies took their leases subjectto the burdens. 

All questions as to whether the railroad company 
had complied with the cansiderations required by 
law HNeCessary Lo ntitie it to receive cony icts, have 
been heretofore determined by this court underthe 
direction of the supreme court and are entitled to 
have them until they be passed upon by jury and 
the rights of the parties shall have been protected 

And therights of the parties shall have been pro- 
tected by the bond which the road was required to 
file by the supreme court. The resolution. of the 
general assembly passed in 1883 as interpreted and 
enforced by tbe governor in the executive order 
which was introduced in evidence does nothing 
more than was doue by the original resolution of 
1879 (Which has already been passed upon twice 
by the supreme court (exceptin so faras it gives 
the road able bodied conyicts and prohibits the 
delivery to defendant of any women or oldand 
infirm convicts, and except in so farasit gives de- 
fendant the convicts until certain branch roads are 
completed. 

The question as to the validity of this last clause 
isnot pow properly before the conrt because itis 
not claimed that the road isnow using them, or 
about to use them, forany such purpose. 

lam of the opinion that the resolution of 1lsS83is 
so far as it discriminates in favor of the road as to 
the kind of convicts to be delivered to it 
is unconstitutional and vold and 
ought not to be enforced. This court 
is bound by thedecision of the supreme on the 
question of the act of 1876, and the resolution 
of 1879 and can orly consider the iesolution of 
1378 in so far as it differs from and goes beyond 
that act and resolution in its terms. That act and 
resolution having been interpreted by 
the supreme court, and complainants 
being already fully preventes by the 
bond which has veen filed under the decision and 
order of this court rendered thereto, it is there- 
fore considered and ordered that an injunction 
issue as prayed for restraining John W. Nelms, 
principal keeper of the penitentiary, from carrying 
into effect that portion of the resolution of the gen- 
eral assembly of 1853 which requires him to deliver 
to the Marietta and North Georgia railroad company 
able-bodied convicts, and prohibits the delivery 
to it of any women or old and infirm convicts, 
and that he be enjoined from making any other 
than a fair pro rata division of this class of con- 
victs between the complainants and the M CN, 
G R. R. Co. As tothe other prayers in the bill 
and amendment, it is ordered that the injunction 
be denied.. 

Both sides will carry the case up.

The third ballot gave the ac- 

quittal side five yotes. The first ballot yesterday 

morning showed a decided change. It was eleven 

for acquittaland one for conviction. This gave 

the acquittal element a great boom, and by uoon 

the twelve jurors were of one opinion. When the 

jury filed into the court room to announce their 

verdict everything was so still that a pin-fall could 

have been heard. As the jurors filed into their 

seats Barrett’s eyes took theminone by one. He 

was somewhat nervous and was quite pale. His 

mother sat beside him and wags as scrutinizing in 

her review of the jury as the prisoner himself. 

When the verdict was announced a 

preceptible change in Barrett was 

observed. A bright joyous smile spread over his 

faceand tears of happiness sprang to his eyes. 

His mother gave way to her feelings and, while 

her heart went out iu deep sympathy to those her 
son had made fatherless and husbandiess, she 
clasped her boy in herarms and wept. Barrett's 
brothers crowded around him and by a strong 
pressureof thehandin a hearty shake indicated 
their great joy. His attorney’s also were proud 
and well they may have been, for their task was 
no small one. 

Barrett afver leaving the courthouse weat direct 
tohis home. He will not leave theecity, but will 
resume business at his old stand on Marietta street.

ENJOINING THB CITY. : 


The Validity ofthe Tax en Preperty fer Street Pur’ 
poses to be Teated.

Lisalso said that the work of improving the 
streets by such taxation must be begun only aftera 
petition from the property owners requesting it. 
Besides this it is claimed that when parties refused 
to pay this assessment, for which fi fas arenow is- 
sued, the city paid out $58,000 to have this work 
done, and thus increased its debt beyond the con- 
stitutional limitation. 

Itisalso contended that such proceedings vio- 
late the right of the citizen which guarantees that 
his property shall not betaken from him without 
due process of law, and is contrary to the ec onstitu- 
tion of Georgia which declares that private proper- 
ty shall mt be taken for public use except under 
conditions not complied with in this case. 

Of course the city authorities willirsist on the 
collection of the tax and will 
light this case in the courts at every 
step. Thecase will come upin the superior court 
soon and its issue will be watched with great in- 
terest. Besides Mr. Hayden there are about forty 
other complainants against the city’s action.

In our county we have one of the largest and most 
Sturees, He 
has given me a piece of information which I con- 
sider of enough importance tosend you. He says 
that he has never failed to raise a full crop of peas. 
While others around him have failed he never has. 
He gives me his plan as follows When he sows bis 
oats he sows his peas at the same time. The peas 
arein the ground allthe winter andin the spring 
when the oats are ready to cut the peas have 
growl sufficiently to get a geod start, 
and as soon as the oats are removed they spring up 
very rapidly and alWays produce a good crop 
You can rely on what Mr. Sturges says about this 
ashe is a repsponstble man, Would it not be 
well for the farmers of the state to make a trial of 
this matter? Whentheoatsare cutin the spring

to a few years ago was considered 
lawless portion of the state. The 
alluded to has been judge of that circuit since 
the close of the war, when it was almost 
much as a man’s life was worth to hold court. 
When Judge Geiger first assumed the bench 
it was not an infrequent occurrence for 
to adjourn court and join with the sheriff in

restoring order. 

Most of Judge Geiger’s hardships were ex- 
perienced in Douglas county when the noto- 
rious Alsup family held sway. The Alsups 
were tle political potentates of chat section, 
and had contributed materially to the elec- 
tion of Judge In view of their sup- 
port, they éxpected judge would deal 
lightiy with them when cailed to answer for 
their crimes: but in this they were mis/aken. 
They then resorted to intimidation, and found 
it all the worse for themselves. Asa result of 
Judge Geiger’s course, the counties within 
his circuit are among the most law-abiding in 
the state. The Alsups have paid ‘dearly for 
their crimes, and Douglas bas taken her place 
among the progressive counties of southwest 
Missouri. 

The celebrated trials of the nutorious Hoff. 
mans, whose bloody deeds are well remem- 
bered throughout southwest Missouri, took 

lacd before Judge Geiger. That of Jake 

{foffman was among the most interesting in 
the legal annals of the state, and such well- 
known lawyers as Governor Phelps, John 
O'Day, Judge Sherwood, of the supreme 
court, Joha P. Ellis and ex-Adjutant-General 
K. Y. Mitchell were engaged in it. It was in 
this case that John O’Day made his reputa- 
tion as an attorney. O'Day was the leading 
counsel for the prosecution, and received a fee 
of $6,000, which was considered enormous in 
that part of the country. The Hoffmans had 
bosts of sympathizers, and they vowed ven- 
geance against the judge and jury who would 
convict them, and particularly against tbe 
attorney for the prosecution. Theday before 
the trial O'Day received a number of mes- 
gages asserting if he said anything disrespect- 
ful of the defendant he might expect to be 
shot down. Mr. O'Day in his address to the 
jury not only referred to him pointedly, but 
was exceedingly scathing in hisremarks. He 
became so acrimonious to the friends of the 
defendant for their threats that two pistols 
were pointed at htm. The judge and sheriff, 
without waiting to adjourn court, knocked 
the offenders down with chairs, and soon had 
them in jail. A day later Hoffman received 
a life sentence. 

In ailuding to his experience on the bench 
last night, Judge Geiger also gave a number 
of reminiscences of legal life in the south- 
west. 

‘Of course society in the days shortly pre- 
ceeding the war was in a demoralized condi- 
tion, and besides, southwest Missouri was a 
comparatively new country, and naturally 
the men chosen for judicial positions were 
not elected for their legal learning or fitness,”’ 
gaid Judge Geiger. ‘‘In fact, we had very 

oor material to select from, and consequent- 
y some conducted their courts insuch a man- 
mer that trials were simply farces. But, 
enderstand,4+his condition of affairs did ‘not 
last long. Southwest Missouri pow has a bar 
that wili compare favorably with any portion 
of thestate.
